told him if he did not go she would go 
after it herself. 


Jones said thai to satisfy Miss Fos- 


burgh he drove to the postoffice and 
found a white envelope addressed to the 
young woman. 
He returned with the 


letter and said Miss Fosburgh was in 
her room, aud that he delivered it to 
her. 
He went to the barn, and some 


10 minutes later, when be returned to 
the house with his father, they heard a 
cry from the young woman's room. 
Upon opening the 3oor they found her 
apparently dead. 
When a physician 


arrived an hour or so later, he said tho 
woman had apparently died v»ry sud- 
denly. 
Near the body was the en- 


velope which Jones said he took from 
the postofiice.

A* to What Caused tbe Breaking Out 


of a Mysterious Disease 


Windsor, Vt., March 25.—-After care- 


ful consideration of all the facts obtain- 
able in regard to the recent fatal out- 
break of disease iu the west section of 
the town, the state board of health re- 
ports that they are of tbe opinion that 
these cases were of severe blood-poi- 
soning, in which the poison variously af- 
fected the internal organs. The disease 
was highly infectious and probably 
contagious. 
They cannot find that the 


septic condition in these cases coincided 
with those of any recognized infection 
or eruptive fever; nor can they discover 
that there is any ground for thinking 
these cases were traceable directly <vr 
Indirectly to any other cases of infec- 
tious disease. 
They, therefore, con- 


clude that local conditions were some- 
what responsible for this outbreak, and 
that those who had the disease wore 
either subjected to the original poison 
or had acquired it by contact with the 
sick. 


What the local conditions were th.it 


caused or contributed to the outbreak, 
they cannot state. 
The water supply 


and the conditions about or in the house 
where the disease originated may hava 
bad a bearing on them. The same rules 
that govern the management of the out- 
break of any recognized infectious dis- 
ease have been carried out. The cases 
and those exposed were strictly quar- 
antined. 
N" new cases are reported 


and the board of health have every rea- 
son to think that £he disease is 
checked. 
Six death^ which occurred 


from tho mysterious malady, in a short 
time, led to the investigation.

FOURTH GLASS OFFICES AND THEIR 


MANNER OF OPERATION. 


Pay In Tliene Offices Is ns Small 


as tlie Resjkonaibilitj- Is Xargre—One 
OlBcial "UrUo WorJtea ou "Ba«iiie»« 
Principle*." 
First, second and third class postmas- 


fers are paid regular salaries, but the 
fourth, class officers must rustle for their 
OTrn pay. Sometimes that is as ]6w as 
$1 a month and sometimes as high as $60 
a month—that is, some offices send out 
just that amount of canceled letters each, 
month, but the fourth, class postmaster 
is not allowed to keep the J?GO a mouth; 
not at all. He keeps just $16 1-3 as his 
own clear cash, and every dollar over 
that he divides up with. Uncle Sam, giv- 
ing him. 40 out of every 100 cents until 
his office gets to the importance of can- 
celing orer §33 a month; then he must 
band over GO cents out of the dollar in- 
stead of 40. Out of what is Ifift he pays 
his office rent, his light and fuel bills and 
his clerk hire when sick or absent. The 
department furnishes nothing, no.t even 
the box, except what stamps, postal cards 
find other stamped paper he needs. 


Very few fourth class offices cancel 


stamps to either the great or small 
amount I have named. The majority of 
them range from ?8 to §20 a month. 
When an 'office averages about $10 a 
month, then it becomes a money order 
office, and while its revenue toward the 
postmaster's pay is not perceptibly in- 
creased by this addition bis bond and re- 
sponsibility are. Some years ago a fourth 
class postmaster was allowed a percent- 
age on all stamps he sold above the can- 
cellation, but it was found that he hus- 
tled around and offered inducements and 
a share of the proceeds to those who 
•would buy many stamps from him, and 
the department shut down on this. Now 
If he sells §2 worth of stamps a day, but 
only cancels on letters 10 cents' worth, 10 
cents is all be gets for that day's work. 
The remainder of the $2 at the end of 
the quarter goes to the department. 


The fourth class postmaster is brought 


In closer relatieaship with his patrons 
than the postmaster of a salaried office, 
unA trinls nml tribnlntionR nro nhnut the 
extent of his pay for this. He is expect- 
ed to be ready for a social chat with 
them, to answer all qaestions, to write 
many letter's for those who cannot write 
or liave left spectacles at home, to ad- 
Vise them as to the best papers or maga- 
vines for which to subscribe, and so on 
nnd so on. Besides this he is to blame 
tor all the mail lost or delayed. There 
•re always one or more women who ac- 
cuse him of opening their letters, and 
then there is the pompous citizen who is 
Very certain that he is careless with his 
particular mail. 
, In the majority of these offices strict- 
ness is the rule. The fourth class post- 
master is called to task for neglect of 
the slightest doty, the same as though 
the government was paying him a good 
salary for his work. Bfrt in very small 
offices I hare heard At postmasters who 
have it all their own way. The offic* is 
loo small for a new postmaster to be 
«asily found It the old one is turned out, 
the patroas will not allow it to be dis- 
continued, and 10 the p»*tal authorise* 
turn away .nraplueed and leave him to 
tit own devices. I heard of one postmas- 
ier of thii kind who tout np bis office to 
tttend anything bo felt was worth while 
attending. 
He woulj go off a dozcq 


miles to a show, a prizefight or the coun- 
ty fair and sometimes stay two or three 
days, and there was no getting in his 
office either to get your mail or deposit 
letters until he came back. 


Another case was where, time and 


again, the department had been made 
aware of gross irregularities in the man- 
agement of one office away in the wilds 
somewhere. 
At last an inspector was 


ordered out to look up the matter. 


At the wayside station nearest this 


postoffiee the inspector learned that it 
was kept by an old mountaineer named 
Saunders, who owned everything in. sight 
around it, and on this account could 
hold the office against all applicants. 
The inspector was forced to wend hia 
ivay afoot to the place. Its general wild- 
ness caused a slight feeling of apprehen- 
sion in his mind, and he approached it 
with some stealth, taking an inventory of 
it^trom behind a tree. The office was a 
rough pine structure, in front of which 
sat a man as rough looking as the shanty 
tilted back in a splint bottomed chair 
placidly smoking a pipe. Presently he 
laid his pipe down and, pushing his hat 
back from his eyes, peered over in some 
bushes bejond the ciLce, calling out as 
he peered: "I see you, Jim Larkin. You 
needn't come sneakin aroun' here.

Small pox from its loathsomeness and 


from its highly infectious or contagious 
character as well as because of the 
great mortality attending Its spread in 
any community Is one of th? most 
dreaded of diseases. Its proximity to 
us, in North Pownal, while probably 
not a cause for serious alarm is cause 
enough to make us watchful and pru- 
dent. We must not trep.t the matter 
lightly. 


For some time past we have been 


hearing of the disease in distant Ver- 
mont towns and now it appears in 
western Massachusetts cities, in Spring 
field and in Holyoke. These appear- 
ances of the disease are sufficient'to 
make us pause and inquire what may 
best be done in the way of safe-guard- 
ing the public health. The North Ad- 
ams board of health is alive to the sit- 
uation and is promptly taking such 
steps as are possible and as now seem 
wise to take. It is the duty of the peo- 
ple, in their fawn highest interest, to 
fully ^ co-operate with the health au- 
thorities. The orders and the sugges- 
tions of the board of health should be 
accepted and observed in the best of 
spirit. 


We all remember the anxiety that 


prevailed a few years ago when a case 
appeared in the city and when a family 
was isolated and. put in a temporized 
"pest house" at a safe distance from 
the thickly populated districts. There 
was then a. keen feeling of dread and 
as keen a sense of public insecurity. 
Besides, there was no end. of trouble 
and a good deal of unreasonable criti- 
cism.' 


The lesson of that occasion and the 


lesson of the present situation is to be 
ae prudent as possible and to give 
every possible aid to the health au- 
thorities. The disease may not come 
near us. but it is by no means wise to 
ipvite it. 


All reasonable precaution should be 


taken. 


FCNSTOM AFTER AGUINALDO 


AM announced in Saturday's Trans- 


cript, General Funston, "Fighting" Fun- 
Bton, is now on a daring expedition 
hoping to capture Aguinaldo. It ap- 
pears the general planned and started 
upon the expedition some weeks ago, 
which, for obvious reasons, has been 
kept secret until now. 


"From his biding place in the prov- 


ince of Isabella Agruinaldtv wrote let- 
ters in January anathematizing the 
sub-chiefs who had taken the oath of 
allegiance to the United States. Aeruin 
aldo afterward ordere-i certain insur- 
gent forces in southern Luzon to join 
him at a rendezvous in Isabella prov- 
ince. 
."The rebel 
officer 
intrusted with 


these orders secretly negotiated with 
the Americans. On securing necessary 
information. General Funston planned 
Aguinaldo's capture, and with General 
iittt-Aj Uiiu'» iuUiuiizaUun ,he pro- 
ceeded two weeks ago to make the 
attempt. 


"With Surgeon Major Harris, Cap- 


tain Newton, of the Thirty-fourth in- 
fantry; Lieutenant Admire, of 
the 


Twenty-second 
Infantry; 
Lieutenant 


Mitchell of the Fortieth infantry, six 
veteran struts and a company of na- 
tive scouts, all picked men, General 
Funston embarked on the gunboat 
Vicksburg and was landed on a remote 
beach above Baler. It was arranged 
that Aguinaldo's emraissary, with the 
native scouts, should pass themselves 
toff as insurgent troops', who, having 
captured General Funston and others. 
Wfcre taking them 
as prisoners 
to 


Agninaldo. At the right time, when 
brought 
before Aguinaldo, General 


Funston was to give a signal, when the 
table* were to be turned and Aguin- 
aldo wax to be seized. 


"A six days' march into the interior 


w»» contemplated. Treachery wa» con 
videred possible, but every precaution 
was taken." 


The success of this expedition is un- 


known. The Vicksburg is expected to 
•rriv* at Manila todajr after landing 


Funston and his company at their dis- 
tant 
point. 
The gunboat, Albany, 


which, with the troops in New Viz- 
caya and New Eclza. was to co-operate 
with General Funston, will probably 
remain In the distant waters to await 
the return of the expedition to the 
coast. 


Word from Funston will be eagerly 


awaited. 


9OMB OF PRBWDKNT HADLEY'S 


UNSOUND 10KAS 


President Hadley of Tale in his ad- 


dress at the university of California 
Saturday, quite fully reported in Sat- 
urday's Transcript, attempted to state 
more clearly the ideas he sought to ex- 
press in the old South church in Bos- 
ton recently and which ore-yoked so 
much comment. It is said that Presi- 
dent Hadley is a very busy man, find 
one can well believe It after readme a 
few of his addresses. Certain ideas 
float about in them, but none is omned 
down in clear language, showing: what 
is in the man's mind has not been well 
digested. 


President Hartley is troubled with an 


idea of government by "public senti- 
ment." He declares that self interest 
and free competition have proven a fail 
ure and says that organized effort to 
secure the passage of correcting laws 
has not at all proved satipfactory. And 
he asks that public sentiment come to 
the resuce, to save the republic and 
not let a practical monarchy be es- 
tablished in 
Washington , within 25 


years. He doubts the value of the ruia 
of the majority, since the will and 
opinion of the majority are not the will 
and opinion of all the people, and he 
objects to a man holding an oninion 
at the cost of another man, holding T> 
opinion against a trust, for instance, 
eir/iply because *Ua Iio'dar oi the fnin- 
ion does not hold a good block or 
stock. He has read Kidd's "Social Evo- 
lution"—-almost long enought ago to 
have forgotten it, we infer—and points 
out that men will actually go against 
personal convenience and self interest 
for the sake of the community because 
the social instinct is so strong in. them. 


As we have at another time said, Pres 


ident Hadley knows a good deal about 
human society as it is set forth in a 
certain sort of speculative books and in 
class-room 
diagrams, 
but 
knows 


mighty little about it as it actually is. 1 
The public sentiment that President I 
Hadley wants is just as nossible of at- I 
tainment as it is possible to move the 
north pole to the equator and keep the 
ice from melting. He wants the individ- 
I 


ual man to stop acting out of self in- 
terest, he wants the few or the ma- 
jority to stop their attempts to pass re- 
strictive and controlling1 laws and h<» 
wants us all to sit down at once and 
think a question over and all rise up 
at once, agreed as to the law, and to 
make the law and enforce it. When 
shall we get that? 


The settled problems of society are 


backed by universal public sentiment 
and none others are so backed. The un- 
settled -sroblems v.'ill continue to be 
tossed about in the crucible of ijublic 
thought until a universal public opin- 
ion regarding them is found, at which 
time they, too, will be set down as 
solved and beyond appeal. To toss these 
unsettled 
questions 
about 
in 
the 


crucible of public thought we need the 
voice of the man who speaks out from 
self interest, we need the effort of the 
few or the majority to pass a modify- 
ing law and we need every one of the 
other agencies that keep a question be- 
fore the public until a general public 
sentiment Is found. In fact we need and 
sorely need and cannot do without the 
very things tl.at 
President 
Hadley 


would do • way with. And when, b»- the 
tumbling and tossing or these things, 
by their pulling and hauling, a public 
sentiment on a matter is really formed 
that sentiment never fails to do Its 
duty. It is chen and not till then that 
the social instinct does its work.

ident Hadley's academic eye, but it 
has been the method of men for ail 
ages and there is no more prospect of 
its being abandoned than there is pros- 
pect of abandoning the time- honored 
customs of eating and sleeping.

r/hey Abound All Over the C«antry 


and Are Well Treated. 


All over the country beggars abound, ; 


for the Mexican people are the most-; 
carelessly good natured and charitable 
on earth. They seemingly never refuse, 
and I have seen smartly dressed young 
men on passing a beggar turn back re- 
pentantly and hand him money. Every- 
body gives; hence unlimited beggary. 


Some time ago in Pueblo a surgeon 


cured the deformity of a beggar cripple, 
and as his usefulness as a money getter 
was over his relatives sued the surgeon, 
alleging that he had deprived them of 
their m;ans of support. It appeared ou 
trial that the lame man had been* "good 
for $4.50 a day on the average." The 
judge threw the plaintiffs out of court 
after listening to their curious exposition 
of callousness and greed. 


A friend of mine here, a genuine Span- 


ish count and a most charitable man, 
fills his pockets with pennies every moin- 
ing before leaiing his house, and to ev- 
eiy one who asks alms he gives a cent. 
He has also many pensioners, and be 
even economizes in legitimate personal 
expenses to help deserving people, wid- 
ows and orphans. 


In the suburban towns every comforta- 


bly off family has its train of beggars 
who are givfen money or food. 


Your beggars fairly adopt you and 


ask affectionately on meeting you for 
the health of every member ot your j 
family. 


One poor chap who hobbles round on 


crutches and wears on chilly mornings 
an old red blanket greets me as his 
"patron" and bestows blessings on- me 
to last a month for every alms. 


The intimate relations of beggars and 


their patrons are amusing. Wealthy men 
and handsomely dressed women stop in 
the streets for a bit of talk with some 
favored beggar and never seem, ashamed 
to show a kindly interest in the humble 
friends of the public thoroughfares. 


Beggars come to one's dining room 


windows, look In interestedly and go 
away satisfied with, a small coin or a bit 
of bread. They ask alms in the name of 
God, or "por Dios;" hence the odd Span- 
ish word '"pordioseros," or "for God's 
sakers," applied to beggars. It is part 
of the strangely humane life of these 
southern lands. A Mexican firmly be- 
lieves that everybody has a right to live 
and to help in time of need. There is 
immense charity and mostly quite unor- 
ganized, although there are asylums, but 
for the most part the beggars are out 
and about and not housed up.—Boston 
Herald. 


NEGRO REGULAR OFFICER. 


A Black Trooper Rl*e« From the 


Ranlcc. 


Among the 12 enlisted men who have 


just completed their examinations at 
Fort Leavenworth for commissions in 
the regular army is Benjamin O. Da- 
vis, a negro of the Ninth cavalry, one 
of the two negro cavalry regiments of 
the regular service. Davis has been a 
eergaant major of the Ninth cavalry 
for nearly a year. Of a class of IS 
men from nearly as many different 
regiments "who took the examination, 
12 passed, and' Davis was third, with 
an average of 91 per cent. Sergeant 
Davis will be the first negro private 
soldier to rise from the1 ranks to a 
commission in the regular army. He 
is a native of the District of Columbia 
and was educated in the public schools 
of Washington, wliere his father is 
a 
government 
employee. 
On the 


breaking out of the Spanish-American 
war he was commissioned as a vol- 
unteer officer in the Eighth Uuitt-d 
States infantry and won the respect oi 
the regular army officers in charge o' 
the regiment. 
After mustering ou< 


as a volunteer officer he decided to trj 
lor a commission in the regular serv- 
ice. 
He entered the Ninth cavalry 


and was soon advanced to sergeant 
major of a squadron. Within little 
more than another year he was ser 
geant major of the regiment. He wii1 
receive his commission within twt, 
weeks. There is one negro officer i: 
the regular army now, Captain Charle 
Young of the Ninth cavalry, wbo is o- 
detail duty as a military instructor r. 
VFilberforce college, Wilberforce, O 
an institution fcr the education of r\< 
gro students. Captain Young has bet 
on college duty tiearly all the tiu 
since he was graduated from We 
Point in 1889.

And Captain Torrey Plans to Re-Open 


Office. Factory Closing and Enlisting 


A special article on the work of the 


Springfleld recruiting 
office and 
ita 


many branch stations, published In a 
Springfleld paper, has the following of 
local interest: 


There has been much speculating on 


what seasons of the year and what sort 
of days are most favorable for recruit- 
ing and Captain Z. W. Tarrey, who is in 
charge of the recruiting in Springfleld, 
believes the best relalts obtain from 
pleasant summer days. In locating the 
sub-stations, the seasons of the year 
are considered, and also the conditions 
in the industrial life of the localMy. 
The best time to receive recruits from 
among the farming classes is about this 
season of th'; year, when the men quit 
their work in the wood lots and there is 
a respite before spring planting begins. 


The sub-station established at North 


Adams last spring- was a fruitful source 
of recruits, and Captain Torrey expects 
to open there again in a few days. 
He says that some of the finest speci- 
mens of physical manhood he ever saw 
came from that locality. There were 
bigr, "husky" 
woodsmen, who 
have 


swung the ax in all kinds of weather, 
and as they came out of the woods, 
wearied by the hard work, they readily 
turned to the attractions of army life. 


One of these men came to the Spring- 


field station last week, and saad he had 
tired of the life in the woods. He had to 
be out before daylight every morning, 
worked hard during the day under an 
obstreperous bosa, aoid crawled into his 
bunk late at night—all for $20 a month. 
He did not believe anything in army 
life could be much harder. In mid- 
summer, between harvesting and plant- 
ing the men also come in lar.ge numbers 
to the recruiting stations. 


When business depression results in 


the closing of factories in a certain lo- 
cality the shrewd recruiting officer is 
on hand. Men out -of employment find 
the certainty of army pay and rations 
a great inducement. 


It is worthy of comment, since the 


station was opened in Springfield Au- 
gust 2, 1898, 889 men have enlisted. 
Many of these went to the volunteer 
regiments and tney win soon be home 
again. There seems to be a preference 
among applicants for tne mounted ser- 
vice. They seem to like the idea of 
rFding their marches. The "doush" 
boys, or infantrymen, however, believe 
they have the easiest life. The cav- 
alrymen smile considerately 
at 
the 


"dough" boys as they pass them in the 
dusty roads, but when night comes, 
and the infantrjsmen are crawling into 
their tents, th* water caJl for the <?av- 
alry men causes a yell to go up in de- 
rision of the fellows who must always 
be caring for their horses. The army 
is opening a way for many men of the 


rr**-t |O /-arn rood livings. The

A DRAMATIC SPEECH. 


Tli* Deleca**'* Die nuntlnv Knlle 


Helved HU Oratory. 


"The most impressive scene I ever wit- 


nessed occurred at a state convention," 
said a Spokane (Wash.) man. "In 1880 
a delegate from Spokane to the state con- 
vention owed to a member of the third 
house a large sum of money. As security 
the lobbyist held a mortgage on the dele- 
gate's home. For certain reasons aud to 
further certain ends the lobbyist desired 
to be present upon the floor of this con- 
vention and requested the delegate to give 
up bis seat to him. The delegate, know- 
ing that by so doing he would not alone 
be false to bis constituents but that he 
would also enable the lobbyist to further 
certaia corrupt schemes to the injury of 
tho taxpayers, refused. Thereupon the 
lobbyist said to him, 'If you don't give me 
your seat in that convention, I will fore- 
close the mortgage I hold upon your home 
and throw your wife and children out 
upon the street' Th* delegate, sorely de- 
pressed by the ruin that threatened him, 
appealed to a friend for assistance. The 
story spread like wildfire, and the most 
intense indignation ensued. 
So bitter 


was the feeling it engendered that had 
the lobbyist not escaped his life would 
unquestionably have been in danger. lie 
left the state and never dared to retuin. 


"This incident enabled Patrick Henry 


Winston, the silver tongued, to make 
probably the most dramatic speech of his 
career. The right the story leaked out 
the caucus was held, and, taking this in- 
cident as his test, Winston made an im- 
passioned speech. When he came to its 
peroration, he walked down the central 
aisle of the convention, saying, 'Do you 
know what T would have done had that 
man made that proposition to me?' 


"He then drew from his coat a clasped 


hunting knife, and springing open its 
seven inch blade he held it above his head 
hi his right hand. 
" 'Had he made that proposition to 


me,' he" went on, 'I would have buried 
this dagger in his foul breast and have 
insulted my Deity by offering on the altar 
of liberty the most putrid hearted Shy- 
lock that ever disgraced this or any other 
country!' For an instant there ensued 
a dead quiet, and then the convention 
rose to its feet with a wild yell. 
The 


instance itself had made a most painful 
impression, and this speech coming on 
top of it so wrought on those present 
that had the man who caused it been 
present no earthly power could have then 
saved his life."

Scare 


BOARD OF HEALTH ACTS 


School Children to be Required to 


Show Vaccination 
Certificates. 


Many Children Excluded From 


Schools Today 


The board of health of the city took 


prompt action on the small pox ques- 
tion, as was reported in 
Saturday's 


Transcript then would do. At their 
meeting Saturday night they decided to 
instruct the school deportment to en- 
force to the letter the law requiring all 
school Children to be vaccinated. They 
also decided to ask all the foreman in 
the factories to find out how many of 
their employes have been vaccinated, 
and it is probable that the manufac- 
turers will request all in their mills to 
be vaccinated. 


In the carrying out of th/s order as it 


affects the schools a large number of 
pupils were excluded from the schools 
today. Large numbers of them made 
for city hall, thinking that there was 
to be free vaccination there. This was 
a misundertanding. Those who are able 
to pay for it were sent to their i>hvsi- 
cians. For those who cannot afford to 
pay for it, there will be free vaccina- 
tion at ciO hall tomorrow morning for 
children by City Physician Millard and 
other doctors. 


In addition to the school children 


many persons in the city have hasten- 
erd to be vaccinated and the doctors 
have been busy. Most of the virue in 
the city was exhausted in the morning, 
but telegraph orders to New York are 
expected to bring more here by tonight. 


In the schools the lower grades suf- 


fered most by the sending- of children 
home and in the Greylock school nearly 
all of the lower grades were sent home. 
The law on the question of vaccination 
has never been enforced in the local 
shools, although about five weekS ago 
the teachers were instructed to secure 
the names of those children who had 
not been vaccinated and if possible to 
have the latter attended to. 


There have been no suspected cases 


,in the city, and many of the doctors 
say they do not expect to see any. At 
Pownal today.it was reported that all 
the patients were getting on well and 
that there were no new cases. 


There has been a good deal of ques- 


tion as to what would be done here if 
a case developed. It is probable that 
the city would have to provide a pest 
house by condemning some house now 
occupied. The matter has revived the 
talk of a contagious disease hospital in 
connection with the North Adams hos- 
pital.

BROKE INTO HOUSE 


Fred Wilbur Confesses to 
Serious 


Crime. Held for Grand Jury 


Fred Wilbur, 35 yeara old, was In 


police court this morning charged with

This failing, the 
intruder went to a window in another 
part of the house and broke it in, try- 
ing1 then to enter her room through the 
door. This was locked, and leaving 
the house, the intruder went around to 
a window in the rotom occupied by 
Miss Harris, and broke it in, sash and 
all. 


Miss Harris then seized an axe and 


threatened to kill the intruder should 
he enter. This drove him off, but he 
returned in about half an hour and 
made another attempt. He was again 
frightened away, however, 


Miss Harris then went to the home 


of William Childs, a neighbor, where 
she remained for the rest of the night. 
She was much affected by the shock of 
her experience. Yesterday morning E. 
H. Farnsworth of the board of select- 
men was notified, and investigated the 
case. Two years ago "Wilbur tried to 
do the same thing at the home of Miss 
Harris, and so suspicion fell on him.

Stumor to that Effect Found to Be 


Without Foundation. 


The email -pt»:r ecare in North PownaJ, 


IVt., has created an alarm in this town 
and yesterday the doctors were kept 
"«j«y vaccinating people. During the 
]ay whole families called at the offices 
m. the physicians and were treated. No 
less than 30 were vaccinated during 
the day. 


The rumor spread about the stre*ts 


last night that there was a case of 
ismall pox at the station, but this was 
withoutt any 
foundation 
whatever, 


ffhere is no indication of tne disease in 
the tov/n and it is not believed that 
.there Is any danger tof the contagion 
spreading to this town. The board of 
health is in a peculiar position just at 
present, there being only two members 
tof the board neither of them physicians 
and up to the present time no action 
has been taken. One member said last 
night, however,. that he believed that 
£he most precautionary measures pos- 
bible in such, a case were_ none too 
Btringent and as soon as tlie full mem- 
bership of the board was obtained im- 
jnediate action would be taken. This 
third member was elected at the an- 
imal town meeting today and was Dr. 
ST. B. Hull, who formerly acted on the 
t>oard and who gave the board at that 
•time the very best kind of service. Dr. 
tHull, when asked what,action he wfculd 
recommend, said: "I ^believe that we 
Ought to guard in every possible way 
•gainst the disease, which If once root- 
ed in, our town would not only endan- 
ger the lives of the people, but would be 
«. death blow to business for the ctom- 
ing sumfmer. I shall recommend that 
every pupil of the public schools not 
yaccinatsd be treated at once and I 
would fujther recommend an Inspec- 
tion of the employes of the "Williams- 
town manufacturing company and the 
compulsory vaccination of all who are 
not vaccinated now. I do 
not be- 


ticipate that the disease will break out 
In town; but'an ounce of precaution 
Is better ttian a pound of cure." 


Dr. Hutt was called to Pownal yes- 


terday to visit a member "of the family 
of D. T. Bates, a member of the Pow- 
nal board of health, and before he left 
the village he was called upton to vac- 
cinate a large number, eight of whom 
were in the family of Mr. Bates. He 
did not visit any of the small pox 
patients.

"The strango temptation to cast them- 


selves into space vrliich assail* so uiauj1 
people when they look down from high 
places la very hard to account for scien- 
tifically," said a well kuown neurologist 
of this city. "It bus undoubtedly been 
the cause of hundreds of cases of self 
destruction, yet it certainly cwiyot be 
classed as * suicidal impulse, because 
those who experience It invariably resist 
with ell thair strength and hang back 
in an agony of dread and repulsion. They 
don't want to kill themselves, but some 
power stronger thaa will, stronger even 
than lore of life, draws them irresistibly 
over tbe brink. 


"People with this singular infirmity,'' 


continued tbe doctor, "should never ex- 
pose themselves to danger, because the 
impulse acts automatically and may at 
any moment pass beyond control. On 
one occasion, wben I was considerably 
younger than I am at present, I under- 
took to cure a patient who couldn't look 
from a height, and the experience left tin 
everlasting impression on my mind. lie 
was a big, strapping fellow of 35 or so, 
a cabinet maker by trade and the las,t 
man apparently to be bothered by nerv- 
ous fancies, I had an idea that by mak- 
ing him look persistently into space for a 
certain length of time each day I could 
drive away the dread and the impulse. 
So I took him to the top of a six story 
building that had a flat roof and told him 
to lie down on his stomach so only tbe 
upper part of bis face projected over the 
edge and iook at tbe street. He was very 
reluctant to try 'it. 'I'm afraid to, doc- 
tor,' be said earnestly. 'If I do, my legs 
will fly up in the air, and I'll go over 
sure.' 
" 'Oh, nonsense!' I said, laughing. 'How 


in tbe world could your legs fly up in thu 
air? 
How can you possibly fall when 


your whole body is stretched out flat on 
the roof?' 
" 'I don't care,' he insisted doggedly. 
'I know my legs will fly up in tbe air if 
I try to look over the edge." 


''After a great deal of persuasion I 


finally induced him to lie down as I 
had directed, telling him to shut bis eyes 
until be became composed. As soon as he 
opened them and looked into tbe street a 
strong shudder ran through bis whole 
body, and I knew he must be suffering 
mortal agony, bat I was determined to go 
through the lesson and urged him strong- 
ly not to draw back. Possibly a minute 
elapsed, and then a shocking thing oc- 
curred. Suddenly and without the slight- 
est warning he seized the edge of the 
parapet with both hands, drew his bodj 
violently forward, at the same time fling- 
ing up his legs, and would undoubtedly 
have gone over the edge if I had" not 
thrown myself instantly on his back. 


"The movement was purely convulsive 


and involuntary. He could no more help 
it that he could help breathing, but it 
made my blood run cold to think what 
might have happened. 
How could I 


have explained myself had he fallen? I 
might readily have been suspected of 
murder. 
I dragged him back, and we 


went down stairs, a pretty badly agitated 
couple. Since then I have tried no more 
experiments along that line."—New Or-

The germs 
that infest dry dust become inert in mud, 
because those germs, vjcious as they are, 
are too lazy to go anywhere unless they 
are carried. Moreover, mud is very like- 
ly to get ultimately into the drain pipe, 
and the germs are carried off where they 
can do no harm. Even when mud dries 
on the clothing and is brushed off the 
dust that arises therefrom does not ap- 
pear to be as dangerous as that which 
has not been, recently wet. — Leslie's 
Weekly.

Where se-veral years ago the fishinf for 


the supplying of tho Honolulu market 
was done almost exclusively by the na- 
tives in their canoes and a few China- 
men uow tha bulk «t the work is done 
by the Japanese, who are at it in great 
numbers. /> 


The boats which, they use are built 


here after patterns used in Japan, and 
once ia awhile an oriental steamer arriv- 
ing from the wesi brings an. imported 
fishing boat, which the fishermen think is 
superior to those of local manufacture. 
The boats are of a peculiar shape and 
are of different sizes, some able to accom- 
modate but three men, which is an ordi- 
nary crew, and others are large enough 
for seven or eight men. 


Notwithstanding the frail appearance 


of the boats they are strongly construct- 
ed and good sea boats and as a usual 
thing are fast sailers. 


On Punchbowl street, in Kakaako, a 


great many of the boats are built, and 
the launching of one of the larger kind 
is always an event of a great deal of in- 
terest to an onlooker and of great impor- 
tance to the men who are to operate the 
boat. When the boat is completed, the 
owners and builders and their fripuds 
decorate her Tilth Japanese flags, lan- 
terns and flowers. Then they take her to 
the water, into which she glides amid a 
great shouting and halloing by the crowd. 


Up to the time that the vessel is launch- 


ed there is no captain selected for the 
boat. The choosing of this important 
factor in eveny case is left until the boat 
is in tho water. It is known who the 
members of the crew are, and from them 
the captain is selected. A knowledge of 
eeafaring is not apparently necessary for 
a man to be a captain of a Japanese fish- 
Ing boat, as the following will show: 


When the boat is in the water and 


moored securely, the members of the 
crew, who are generally the owners of 
the boat, stiip themselves and get into 
the boat. Then the fun of making the se- 
lection of the-commander begins. There 
is no voting or drawing of lots to settle 
the matter. At a given signal from otfo 
of the crowd on shore, who are watching, 
the men in the boat begin with all their 
might to try to throw each other out into 
the water. Each mail is against the oth- 
er, and so the struggle, as a usual thing, 
lasts a long time and is remarkably ex- 
citing. AH the time the play goes on the 
friends of the contestants yell words of 
cheer to the struggling men in the boat 
and throw buckets of water on them and 
into the boat, seemingly with the idea of 
making the battleground more slippery as 
Tvell as refreshing to the men at work. 
As soon as a man is thrown out of the 
boat he must stay out, but may assist 
with water if he so desires. 
The man 


who stays iu the boat longest, or, rather, 
who is able to put all the others out of 
the boat, ha1" by his prowess shown him- 
self competent to be cnptain, and so he 
Is greeted with much applause and show- 
ered with congratula'ticfas at the termina- 
tion of the scuffle. 
There is no appeal 


from the selection so made, and the man 
so chosen continues to be captain until 
he voluntarily retires or sells out his 
share in the boat. 


The novel way of getting a skipper 


seems very satisfactory to the fishermen, 
and it certainly affords a' great deal of 
amusement to strangers *rho happen to 
be about during the selection of a com- 
mander.—Honolulu Republican.

AmtiveB of Africa. 


The lion is eaten by seme African 


races, but its flesh is held in small es- 
teem. The Zulus find carrion so much to 
their liking that, according to the late 
Bishop Colenso, they apply to food peo- 
pled^by larse colonies of larvae the ex- 
pressive word "uborni," signifying in 
their uncouth jargon "great happiness." 
David Livingstone, that keen and accu- 
rate observe^ reminds ua that the aborig- 
inal Australians and Hottentots prefer 
the intestines of animals. "It is carious," 
he says. "that this is the part which nni-< 
mals alway» begin with, and it is the 
first choice of our men." 


On this point I may remind the civi 


Hzed reader that the woodcock and the 
red mullet, or sea woodcock, are both 
eaten and relished without undergoing 
all tbe cleansing processes which most 
animals used for food among us gener- 
ally experience to fit them for tbe table, 
so that our aversion to the entrails of an- 
imals is not absolute, bat only one of de- 
gree. Tbe hippopotamus is a favorite 
dish with some Africans when they can 
get this unwieldy and formidable river 
monster, and when young its flesh is good 
and palatable, but with advancing years 
it becomes coarse aad unpleasant. 


The A-byssinlans find the rhinoceros to 


their taste; eo they do the elephant, which 
is also eaten in Sumatra. Dr. Livingstone 
describes the elephant's foot as delicious, 
and his praises will be echoed by many 
travelers in lands where that sagacious 
monster still lingers in rapidly decreasing 
numbers.- "We bad the foot," wrote the 
doctor, "cooked for breakfast next morn- 
ing and found it delicious. It is a whitish 
mass, slightly gelatinous and sweet like 
marrow. A long march to prevent bil- 
iousness is a wise precaution after a meal 
of elephant's foot.

They Serve Two Purposes, to Make 


Him Visible and Invisible. 


Firstly, the zebra is striped because it 


Is to his interest to be conspicuous. Sec- 
ondly, be is striped because it is to his 
interest to be invisible. 


Strangely enough, not only are both 


these statements strictly true, but one 
may furtfier say that no other kind of 
coloration would protect the zebra so 
well. During the daytime zebras usually 
graze in sinall herds among the stunted 
trees and bushes of the African uplands. 
They do not place sentinels to watch 
against theirfoes, like the wild sheep and 
tbe chamois, because usually there is no 
commanding spot available where a sen- 
tinel could overlook the surrounding 
country. 


Their method consists in each member 


of the band keeping an eye upon the 
movements of his fellows as well as keep- 
ing a s-' '-p lookout for himself. If a 
prowlin 
copard approaches the herd, 


one or other of tbe zebras is pretty sure 
to perceive the danger, and the others 
take warning by observing his start of 
alarm. Hence it will be seen that the 
more conspicuous each member of the 
band is the more readily do his warning 
movements catch the eyes of his fellows, 
who at once take the hint and fcave them- 
selves from being eaten by a good use of 
their legs. 


It is at night that tbe zebra specially 


desires to be invisible. Most African 
beasts have to travel far for water and 
nre obliged to slake their thirst during 
tbe darkness at spots where lions and 
other enemies are in the habit of lying in 
ambush. Now it has been found that in 
the twilight the dark and light bands up 
on the zebra become indistinguishable, be- 
ing blurred into a neutral tint, which 
blends wonderfully with that of sur- 
rounding objects. 


This is so markedly the case tbat a 


hunter has stated that he has been so 
near a zebra in the twilight as actually 
to feel his breath, yet was quite unable 
to perceive his form. If the zebra were 
piebald, like a circus horse, instead of be- 
ing covered with narrow stripes, he would 
be sufficiently conspicuous to his friends 
in tbe daytime, yet obviously such mark- 
ings would not protect him nt night, for 
the contrasted colors would still be plain- 
ly visible to bis foes. 


Hence we see tfcat it is literally true 


that the zebra 13 striped, not only bc- 


, cause he wants to hp seen, but also be- 


cause he does not want to be seen.—Pear- 
eon's Magazine.

EX-LIEUTENANT "GOVERNOR 


HAILE EtrLOGTZED. 


Rev. Dr. Frank L. Goodspeed 
'Of 


Springfield delivered a very interesting 
address at the memorial service held by 
the Men's Sunday evening club of the 
Congregational church Sunday evening 
in honor of the late Ex-Lieut. Gov. 
Haile. After a short introduction, he de 
livered an excellent eulogy on the les- 
sons which could be drawn from Mr, 
Haile's life. He said in part: Mr. Haile 
was a native of New Hampsire and was 
the son of the first republican governor 
of that state, J.nd it was among- those 
hills that he learned the solid and 
sturdy characteristics of his later life. 
Country boys have an advantage in 
that the hills, the cradle of libertv, 
teach them an insight into the affairs 
of life which people of the city do not 
possess, and these are the men which 
bring things to pass in the world. Mr. 
Haile caught that spirit of gentleness 
and spirit, yet it was remarkable how 
this tenderness wan combined 
with 


strength. In public life he was never foo 
busy not to turn aside from anything 
tvliich would contribute to the welfare 
of man; he always upheld the right 
and would give a man guilty of wrone 
doing a chance to redeem himself. Hav- 
ing a tender 
conscience he was kind 


and tender hi Ills charity, and these at- 
tributes actually shortened his days. He 
was unknown to intrgue and all his- ac- 
tions were open to all criticisms, strong 
religious and temperance fteas 
were 


part of his makeup; 
large hearted, 


broad minded, . not having: any lust of 
wealth, a love for bis people, his history 
and hia nation, his wnole life was de- 
voted as far as he was able to the ex- 
pression of the truth and the 
riijht. 


This was never better expressed than 
in a statement made by him in con- 
nection with his Hinsdale mill, "yes 
I do keep a club Jn my office ;it is kind- 
ness; it has never failed me^ and it has 
always been my friend." In conclusion 
Mr. Goodspeed gave the closing words 
of the address at Mr. Haile's 
funeral.

The first printing press on the Ameri- 


can continent was set up in the City of 
Mexico in the sixteenth century. 
So 


much is known regarding the commence- 
ment of the art preservative in the west- 
ern woild, but wlieu details aio looked 
for different 
accounts and 
conflicting 


Statements are found. One author claims 
that the first Spanish viceroy of Mexico, 
Antonio de Msndoza, who went to that 
country in 1535 and who was distin- 
guished for hiS devotion to literature, 
established a printing house somp years 
before I&51, and that the printer employ- 
ed by him, whose name was Joannes 
Paulas Brissensjus ot Lombardus, a na- 
tive of Brescia, Italy, was tlie first man 
to handle type in America. B'or a time 
one of his boohs, a folio volume executed 
in 1549, was cited as the first book punt- 
ed on this continent. 
Another and per- 


haps more correct version is that printing 
wns first established in Mexico by the 
Spanish missionaries, and the fact seems 
to bo established that under their aus- 
pices a book, one mutilated copy of which 
is still in existence in a private library in 
Madrid, was printed in 1540^ by Julian 
Cromberger, who died about 1544 and 
who was in all probability the first print- 
er in America. 


It is quite certain that the printing 


press was actively employed in Mexico 
in less than a century after the new art 
became generally known in Europe and 
for neacly a century before a printing 
press was introduced into the present 
limits of the United States. The second 
American city in which a printing office 
was established was Lima, Peru, where 
a work designed to assist the priests in 
the study of the language of the natives 
appeared in ISSfi. 


At Cambridge, Mass., as Isaiah Thom- 


as asserts, in January, 1639, printing was 
first performed in that part of North 
America which extends from the gulf of 
Mexico to the frozen ocean. 


The beginning of the work of this first 


printing office in our country was a sor- 
rowful one. Rev. Jesse Glover, through 
whose exertions the press had been se- 
cured and who contributed largely to the 
purchase, died upon his voyage to the 
new world, and his Rons had afterward 
to sue their stepfather for the possession 
of the press. 
This primitive establish- 


ment was subject to the authority of 
Cambridge college, the 
president 
of 


which was censor of the press and re- 
sponsible for all publications until spe- 
cial licensees were appointed by law in 
1652, the press never being enfranchised 
in Massachusetts until as late as 1755. 


One Green became the second printer 


in the United States. 
Three hundred 


acres of land were granted him in 1658, 
but Mr. Green, it would appear, could 
not find a suitable location for his grant 
until 1607, when it is recorded that 300 
acres of land were laid out to Ensign 
Samuel Green of Cambridge, printer, in 
the wilderness on the north of Merriinao 
river. 


In 1659 an Indian boy taught at the 


charity school of Cambridge to read and 
write English wns apprenticed to Samuel 
Green and took upon himself subsequent- 
ly the name of James the Printer, OP 
James Printer. He printed Eliot's In- 
dian Bible, the first copy of the sacred 
Testament made in this country. 
Ha 


rendered such efficient service on thia 
work that-Eliot said he "had but one 
man, 
namely, the Indian printer, that 


was able to compose the sheets and cor- 
rect the press with understanding." 
A 


copy of the Indian Bible is to be seea in 
the National museum. 


The negro appears first in an American 


printing office under the direction of one 
Thomas Fleet, who fled to this country 
for refuge from the rage of an insensate 
London mob. In Boston he established 
a printing house with the sign of the 
Heart and Crown, and here bis sons suc- 
ceeded him in the business, although with 
the advent of antiroyal feeling the sign 
was changed to the Heart and Bible. 
Fleet owned several negroes, one of 
whom, he taught not only to work the 
press, but to set type as well. He found 
Epecia! profit in printing small books for 
children and popular ballads, and such 
publications were rendered more at- 
tractive by the wood engravings cut for 
them by the negro artist. 
Caesar and 


Pompey, sons of this negro, also became 
printers and remained in the office of 
their master's sons. 


The first firmly established newspaper 


in North America appeared in 1704, but 
full 14 years previous to this date one 
number of a newspaper had been pub- 
lished in Boston, which was instantly 
suppressed by the authorities. To the 
publisher, Richard Harris, this appears 
to have been no novel experience, for he 
had in his native land been fined for sell- 
ing a Protestant petition during King 
Charles' reign and had also come to grief 
throagh printing a book with the revolu- 
tionary title of "English Liberties." Be- 
iides. be was once set in the pillory, on 
which occasion his wife is recorded to 
have siood by him to defend him against 
the attentions of the mob. 
1 Boston was early distinguished as the 
tome of letters. 
James Franklin, an 


older brother of Benjamin, established in 
1721 a periodical which he made the 
organ of a company of literary gentle- 
men whose common characteristic seems 
to have been total disagreement with 
each other. 
The object of the jonrnal 


was uicra revoiuiiunaiy >o lenuuuvy, be- 
ing generally to show the world the 
event? of the day by assaulting all estab- 
lished beliefs and conventional manners 
and customs. 
Attacks were leveled in- 


discriminately at the British government, 
the preachers and finally inoculation. The 
aged Pnritan minister, Increase Mather, 
protested publicly against the Iniquity ot 
the vile Conrant and warned itg sub- 
scribers against being "partakers in other 
men's sins." James Franklin was put in 
jai! for a month and forbidden to print 
or publish the Conrant or any pamphlet 
or paper of the like nature except it be 
first supervised, and he was finally oblig- 
ed to leave Boston, like bis brother Ben- 
jamin, and journey to a more liberal 
minded community.—Washington Tims.

nounce Decision to Favor 
Berks'hi re, Hoosac Valley 


and Pittsfield Roads 


ONE ALREADY GRANTED 


AND CONDITIONS ACCEPTED 


Berkshire Company Given Franchise 


by Selectmen Saturday. Transfers 


for Cheshire People One of the 


Conditions. Roads to Meet 


at Town Hall 


DRUIDS WERE VICTORIOUS 


The Cheshire selectmen met Satur- 


day evening, and voted to grant a fran 
chise to the Berkshire street railway 
company to lay its tracks in that town. 
It was also stated this morning- by 
Chariman Dean o£ the board of select 
men that they would grant franchises 
to""the Hoosac Valley street railway 
company of this city and the Pittsfield 
city street railway. Hearing on the 
petitions of the two latter are yet to 
be held, but it is understood by all con- 
cerned that they will be merely for- 
mal, 
and that franchipes v.-ould be 


granted. 


The reason for the present action of 


the selectmen, in view of the fact that 
the statement bad been madt that 
no 
franchise 
would 
be 
granted 


till 
all 
had 
been 
heard, 
was 


that the old boc.rd of selectmen goes 
out of office today, the annual meeting 
of the town being held todny. It was 
thought that even if the same select* 
men are elected for another year, it 
would be more proper to have the 'pe- 
tition granted by the board whiclTheld 
the hearing. 


At the same time the selectmen de- 


cided to engage Ex-City Solicitor Haw- 
kins of Pittsfield as counsel for the 
town to look after its interests in con- 
nection with the granting of franchises 
to the various roads »nd the negotia- 
tions which must follow 
while 
the 


roads are building. 


In granting the franchise 
to the 


Berkshire company, the selectmen im- 
posed a number of conditions which in- 
volve the other companies, in addition 
to the usual conditions. The Berkshire 
and Pittsfield companies will be re- 
quired to use the same track from the 
forks 
south 
of 
the 
village to 


the 
village, 
a 
distance 
of 


about a 
quarter of a mile. 
The 


Berkshire company 
will carry 
its 


tracks through Berkshire and Colts- 
ville, while the Pittsfield companies will 
extend its tracks west through Lanes- 
boro. They will meet at the forks and 
run over the same tracks to the town 
hall in Cheshire, where the two roads 
will meet the Hoosac Valley company 
of this city. 


It was also a condition of the fran- 


chise, and will be of the franchise 
granted to the other two companies, 
that transfers shall be given to the peo 
pie of Cheshire'from the Hoosae Valley 
line to the two southern 
lines, and 


from them to the loca*. line. This is to 
apply to those who ride to the Cheshire 
town hall from a short distance either 
side of it and want to continue their 
trip in the other direction and within 
the town 'of Cheshire. 
For 
through 


trips1, of course, regular fares will be 
charged by each line for passengers 
from another line. 


The franchise calls for the comple- 


tion 'of the road in two years. This is 
longer th°an is anticipated as necessary 
and the representatives' o£ the company 
did not ask for so long a time, al- 
though they gave reasons why they 
would like to have a long enough pe- 
riod set, in view of the possibility of 
unexpected delays. 


On Saturday, when the selectmen 


granted the franchise, President C. Q. 
Richmond of the Hoosac Valley road 
and representatives of the Berkshire 
company were in Cheshire and the con- 
ditions imposed were entirely satisfac- 
tory. It is expected that the date for a 
hearing for the petition of the Hoosac 
Valle? road will be set at once after 
the town meeting in Cheshire today. 


This is practically a final disposi- 


tion of the street railway problem, ior 
northern Berkshire and is taken to 
mean the relations of the various com- 
panies for this part of the county 
irf 


pretty well fixed. The Hoosac Valley 
roaS will have the business ?rom Clarks 
burg to Cheshire village and from there 
to Pittsfield it will be divded between 
the Berkshire and Pittsfield companies. 
The Berkshire company's route will fol- 
low more or less closely the line of the 
Boston & ^Albany railroad, while the 
Pittsfield company's route "will branch 
off and open up new 
territory 
in 


Both the Hoosac Valley and Berk- 


shire companies plan to begin work 
just as soon as the ground is in con- 
dition and the line from here to Pitts- 
field will probably be running by fall. 


Work on the enlargement of the en- 


gines at the power house at Zylonlte is 
In progress and when this is com- 
pleted the company will have power 
enough for all its proposed extensions.

Brakeman Hurt. 14 Cars Derailed 


A freight wreck occurred on the Fitch 


burg division of the Boston ari3 Maine 
railroad at Millers Falls Saturday night 
which resulted in the Ipss of much 3roa 
erty and J;he injury of one brakeman, 
Burt Breed

Millers Falls and there stopped to pick 
up a car. Conductor Harry Oaks of Wil 
liamstown was in charge of the train 
and all of the employes were Wiliiams- 
town men_ A semaphore is supposed to 
protect trains standing at Millers Falls 
but by some misunderstanding a heavy 
double-headed freight train, 
running 


extra, passed the signal and crashed 
into the rear of the fast freight. Mil- 
lers Falls is situate"! in a hol'ow and 
trains are generally running very fast 
when they pass this1 point and for this 
reason the 
engineer 
of the 
second 


freight train was unable to stop when 
he saw the rear end of the train ahead 
of him. Two engines ploughed through 
the caboose and several cars, almost 
demolishing the caboose ,a new car, air! 
derailing 14 cars. 


It was by the greatest good fortune 


that someone was not killed and others 
injured in the accident, for just before 
the engines crashed into the train Con- 
ductor Oaks and Brakeman Breed were 
between some of the cars coupling the 
air hose and a third man, Edward 
Davis, was on the top of the train. 
Davis was on the ton of one of the cars 
which were derailed when he perceived 
the train bearing down upon his train, 
and he started on a run over the too of 
the cars for the forward end of the 
train.
